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MISSIONARY CONFERENCE.

The pre ence in Shanghai this last few 
days of “the largest body of Protestant 
Missionaries ever gathered together in the 
Far Fist is an event we ought not to over- 
look, yet the task of commenting pon it isone 
we cannot approach without some diffi lence, 
Missionary questions have bean: so often 
discussed intemperately, that the toat 
honest and impartial cymmentatdr cannot 
hope to mention them without incurring 
the suspicion of one pirty or another... It 
is, indeed, broadly spetking a subject lipon 
which no one gets credit offhand fot honesty 
of intention. No person or journal pro- 
fessing interest in Chioa cin igdore the 
missionary movement, an] in once more 
referring t® various points a ae at 
the present juncture we claim the indulgence 
due to all sincere convictions, 'however 
unpopular they may be in some quarters. 
At the opening meeting we notice there 
were fulfy fifteen hundred parsons] present, 
represeuling: 83 different societies or 
Avenci+s, and coming from more than five 
lundred Chinese cities. At the outaet we 
evn cheerfully admit that a proportion ‘5 
these people are sincere and well-meaning, 
aud that a certain amount of good as beeu 
doye; but there are numerous features of 
the business for which we are unable to 
feel anv sympathy at all. First and fore- 
most we would like to sea this Conferénce 
honestly discuss the question off women 
workers, the drawhacks to whos3 pteseacea 
we have previously pointél out. [t is an 
honest conviction ofiours that all women 
missionaries should he recalled, but we do 
not expect that the mila martyrs" will con- 
deseead to aven adinjt the quastion. Maaoy 
of them politic uly woald doubtless be found 
objecting to the Suffragetta movement were 
they at Lome, but their conscience dues not 
seen to hive persuaded any of them that it 
is not right to ef women and childrea 
suffer the ills incidental to life io the 
interior, We nead not reeapi ulate our 
reasons at this tiuje, but until the male 
missionaries do ritognise the issue, our 
respe-t for them dannot grow. Neither

CREMATION OF CHINESE. 
a 
(Daily Press, 2nd May.) 
The Hongkong Sanitary Board has not 
often Jately had a subject of such wide 
interest to discuss as it had at the last 
meeting on Tuesday, when the problem of 
abandoned corpses and their treatment was 
brought forward. The Government's efforts 
to have a stop put tothe certainly objection. 
able practice of “dumping” corpses on the 
public streets have not met with success, 
and the number recorded for the first 
quarter of the current year seems to have 
inspired the authorities with a determination 
to make a desperate stand against this 
shocking and dangerous custom, for custom 
it may now fairly be gaid to have heeome, 
‘Lhe Sanitary Board was asked to offer 
suggestions for the mitigation of ithe evil, 
and the Medical Officer of Health bit upon 
the idea of ecrematiny all corpses fuund 
abandoned. There 1s not the slightest 
doubt from bis remarks that he regarded 
his means as a probable deterrent, but the 
President, while supporting the suggestion 
on other »rrounds, held that as a detdrrent 
it would be sure to fail. Mr. Lau Cuu- 
pak therefore was quite pertinent when 
he said that as the Goverument’s desire 
was for some deterrent, they bad no busi- 
uess to be discussing thea question of 
cremation on the liues laid duwa by the 
President, as the ‘ must sanitary aud the 
most reverent method of disposing of these 
bodies.” The Hon. Mr. Brewin made the 
same puint, and Mr. Fura Wa-cuun 
echoed it, and the practical result of the 
discussion was that an apparently irrelevant 
motion was lost and the Goveroment’s 
reque-t for practical sugges ions ignored. 
We would not lik+ to say tha the motion, 
for cremation was quite irreletant, nor do 
we agree that the adoption ovf cremation 
would ultimately fail as a d-terrent ot 
“dumping.” It would fail, we dire say 
in one way ; that is, it would out shock the 
Chinese because of ita beiug, »s Mr, Lau- 
Cuu-pax alleged, “against the Chinese 
re‘igion."” Obviously with poopie who 
throw corpsea down on the public streat 


and abiadon them, no religious scruples” 
or sentinentil respect for the dead can; 
be said to weigh agaiost -the comfort of 
personally avoi-ling trouble aad expense. 
The Cotonray Secretary ia a dispatch 
to the Board discounted in advauce the 
argunent that **du was @ reault

Mr. Lau Cuu-pak approached nearest to the 
obvious issue when he remirked that “ we 
should iavegtigate the cpnditions uader which 
this class lives.” e veuture to assume 
that a very little investigation would ‘dis- 
cover the true cause jof “dumping.” We 
suspect it to ha found in the one word 
‘poverty.’ It is a curious thiug that East 
and West do meet in one particular, the 
astentation and expense which convention 
demands should aecdmpany the advent of 
Death ina peor family, The best argument 
for cremition in Boglind, in our opinion, 
apirt from the undowbted fact that it is the 
mest sensible and Hygienic treatment of 
dead bodies, should be that it simplifies ahd 
cheapens funerals. It will be when it is 
geucrally adopted atd so leis expensive. 
Paupers often piuch and starve themselves, 
and lie and obtain relief on false pretences, 
that they may board ap money so as not to 
be “buricd by the Purish,” ao that they - 
may not, poor, misguided fools, “lose 
face'’ when that time comes when the 
opinions of their néighboura shall have 
ceased to matter toj them. It is heurte 
breaking - to observa the waste of badly 
nemled uroney at obseyuies in poor districts, 
and we have oft'n thought that the con- 
science of an undertaker with such clients 
must be deader thap that of a dishonest 
company promoter. ‘The sime phenomenon 
may be witnessed her? and in China. The 
poorest of the poor ntat bave their ghastly 
procession, with the | quaint banuers and 
sviubola, and hypocritical bired mourners. 
We may be told that)these shabby, tawdry, 
manifestations of woe cost. less than at 
an English funeral, but proportionately we: 
have no doubt they ar: as great a tax. Now, 
while the repuguancg to pruper funerals ig 
as great ainoug the English poor as is, say, 


the Chinese objection Lo dumping, there are 
still very many su¢h burials at public 


i 
expense. We suygest that there ara so 
inany ¢ases of “dumping ’’—~—1,447 in 1906 
—for alike reason, mre inability to face the 
coat of the conventional funeral. But, ‘it 
will beasked, why do they not rather apply 
for the free acaelis that are offered ? 
Here again we suyzat that the fear of 
“ what peuple will say |’ applies. The poor 
Chinese (and poverty has noc lessened in the 
Colony within tie ligt two years, by the 
way) cionot afford to do what is expected 
af them. Of the temaiorog alternatives, 
both distasteful aud from their point of 
view shameful, they chbose the least trogfifig®. 
some, That, briefly, lis why. we do "gigs" 
consider the proposal tg adopt cremation $i 
wltogecher irrelevant, aud why we regret that 
it was not alopted. We would go further, 
and recomend .cu opalsory. cremation ‘a 

round, in the intsrests uf cconomy as 
opposed to wicke!l waste, and in the 
interests of public health. As for ft being 
“ against the Chinese religion,”- that is all 
stuff abd nonsense. [[t may be againgt 


sense prevailed, and the shock would soon be 
got over, like a dose of nasty medicine, if 
the Government were to pags such an 
ordinance, “Dumping” is resorted to in 
‘various parts of China, we understand, in 
country places as well as in cities, when 
extreme poverty demands it, and provided 
the Government undertook cremation, ard 
returned” the ‘ashes or to such 
relatives as wanted them, there would be 
very little religious oufery. At the same 
time, while it is remembered that a religious 
«cruple is the chief obstacle to cremation in 
England, it would notebe fuir to over-ride 
Chinese sentiment aud respect that of the 
others, were it not that by ‘“ dumping” 
these bodies the poor Chinese who do so 
. have already made sacrifice of their right to 
& expect reverence. Thus to cremate all 
- abandoned bcdies as an immediate step 
. ' would’! not be unjust, and if it did not 
check dumping,” it would not encourage 
it. Fortunately the adverse vote of the 
Sanitary Board dces not prevent the 
Government from considering the question, 
and we hope the Legislative Council may ree 
its way fo taking this first step towards a 
- reform that will ultimately Lave to come. 
There is not so much land to spare on 
this island that we can afford to waste 
it on people who have no real use for 
it. If it is moral and just.to prevent 
poor Chinese from' gambling, it is also 
moral and just to prevent them from 
extravagant funeral rites, and here the 
wealthy ofall races, European and Asiatic, 
have's duty to perform, in setting a wiser 
example. We shall welcome a decision 
to cremate these “dumped” corpses, not. 
as a deterrent of that particular evil, but as 
a step to a general reform that will abolish 
many evils.

Universe, or that nature cannot produce 
as well as transmutate. The idea of 
roillions of immortal souls being constantly 
born is less thinkab'e, however, for we have 
to go backwards only a little way to find 
one end cf immortality, which is absurd.

Tne ‘«‘oLontaL Secrarary wrote as 
follows relative to the number of dead bodies 
found cast away in the Colony :—TI am directed 
to subunit to you the enclosed retaru showing 
the number of desd bid es found cast away ia 
tha Colony by the police during the firat 
three months of tha carrent year. Dariog 
that period there has practically been a total 
absence of plague or othsr ivfectious -disense.: 
It oinnot therefdre be alleged that these 
bodies have been cast out to escape disinfection 
af premises. Dnring the last few years 
the Government has nde avery effort to put a 
xtop to the whol- sale dampiog of dead bodies by 
the Chinese‘populaticn, The latest measures in 
thia bahalf have been fo ellow the Tong Wa 
hospital to open branch offices where/the follow: 
ing facilities are given for dealing-with sick and ~" - 
dead : Licentiates at the Chinese College of Me- 
dicina are on duty at each office to certify as to 
the natnre of the diseases and to give free medi- 
oal service, and to issue barial certificates in © 
case of death when asked for, Clerks are also 
on duty to explain Sanitary regulations, to 
a‘tand at the removal of patients suffering from 
nfestions disaays, and to ba present at the 
disenfection of infected promises, Ambulan- 
oss and dead boxes are provided and sick persons 
sod corpses are removed by the coolies of thé 
office—the coolies living in the MNaoifary” 
Department qaarters and: being under the 
supervision (as regards theie observance of 
sanitiry precaations) of the inspector in charge. 
Infants are recived at each office, a reward of 
$1 being civen to the person briaging the 
infant, The living are sent to the conveut, the 
dead tathe mortuary. Arrangements are made 
for removing orses of nlague from the Colony, 
Finally, the Tang Wa hospital has bean 
permitted to opan distriot plague hospilals for

It is 
impossible not to conclude that the scheme 
propounded by the Registrar General, Mesars. 
Lau Cha-pak, and Fang Wa-chap, in 1904, 
has proved ineffectual in stopping this 
dumping. I move that the Board recommend 
the Government {o adopt cremation as the 
method -of disposal of these bodies and: my 
object in doing so is not that. this action shoald 
be taken as a deterrent. If it were taken for 
that purpose’ I think it would be eure to fail. 
My reason in making this recommendation is 
that I think it is the most sanitary and the mort 
reverent, method of disposing of these bodies. 
I think you will agree that it is the 
most sanitary and T think I can prove it 
is vals) a reverent practice by mentioning 
that cremation has been adopled in Chiua 
since .thé introduction of Buddhism. 
Throughout China I: understand the bodies of 
priests are cremated, This can he seen at 
Canton on the Honam cide. The alaboratorites 
of Taoism do ngt preclude cremation provided 
that tbe bones are collected and buried with due 
formality. In view of the fact also that there 
may not be sufficient land iu the future for the 
burial of prinete this method of treating the 
dead bodies found in the streets ought to be, 
introduced. ff it were adopted by the 
Government ‘it might become as popular 
as it is in other countries.- In order 
that this result should be achieved 
i¢ would be necessary to issue a proclama- 
tion to the Chinese pointing ont that this is 
not done with object of hurting the feelings 
of the Chinege and that after the bodies have 
been burned the ashes will be placed in urns and 
the relatives :will be able to take them to what- 
ever part of China they wish in order to bury 
them so that it would no interfere with the 
national ancestral worship.

‘bo Hon. Mr. Brewin —If cremation is not 
proposed to prevent dumping and not intended 
asa deterrant then it is useless to discuss it on 
this occagioo. What we are asked to do now is 
to consider the question of remedies for the evii. 
Iam sorry to see that you remain apparently 
in doubt as to the origin of this practice. You 
mention that only about one third of the bodies 
which have ben sbandoned this year had died 
from infectious disease, You must recollect 
that the Chinese are not capable of diagaosing 
plague, even though they may b+ able to diag- 
nose smallpox, and I am sxatisfied that this 
practice is simply dus to the sanitary laws 
and the way in which they are administered. 
That has been the unvarying and unanimous 
opinion with any Chinese with whom I have 
spoken and my koowledge of the feeling of the 
Chinese towards the Sanitary Board, and my 
knowledge of Chinese families with whom 1 
am acquainted satisfies me that the opinion is 
a correct one. These figures (quotes) ought to 
satisfy any unbiassed person that the practice 
due to what I suggest. Nothin 
for tha large increase i plnog except the 
plague and the 6esive measures enforced 
to suppress it. If we are satisfied this is 
the origin uf the practice it seems to us 
quite vatural that the Government should 
refer the question to ux, becauss as a Sanitary 
Board-yre are to a certain extent responsible 
for the laws beiag obnoxious to the sentim «nts 
of the Chines» community. I am sure we do 
not detect more than 50 per cent. of the cases 
of infectiou< disease which occur in tho Colony. 
Smallpox cases are smuggled out of the 
Colony, therefors we must have as law 
obnoxious and ineffective. It should be our 
intention (o render the law more effec ive and 
in consonance with local conditions. Cremation 
would be equally ineffective. The only way the 
practice can be stopped is to obtain the coopera- 
tion of the leading members of the Chinese com- 
munity, and that cooperation can only be 
obtained on certain couditions. The Chivese 
have lost all confidence in ur, they don't 
kuow what to expect in the way of sanitary 
measures, We must try to restore that 
confidence by showing them that we 
will display the sama respect for their savial and 
religious feeling as we would have to display for 
the social and religious feelings of people in a 
town in England if we had the same trouble 
there If you are willing to do that you will 
obtain the hearty co-operation of the leaders of 
the Chinese. Until you are you must. expect them 
to remain iodifferent and hostile. Mr. Faoog Wa- 
chun was in my office the other day, aod I read 
to bim the principles which coni@iend 
themselves to the Uocernment of India 
and which | ask the Board here to adopt. 
If wedo I am satisfied that in time without a 
great deal of trouble we will obtain the co- 
operation of the Chinese and render the 
law more effective than it is at present 
without any friction. You cannot expect to 
gain that confidence at once or in one year to 
Wipe out wemories of what they have saffered 
during the last twelve ears. If once we adopt 
these principles we will take the first step to 
put a stop to a dreadful scandal which is a blot 
on the fame of Hongkong and, as the Chinese 
admit, a disgrace to the Chinese community. 
The Prestpgent—With reference to the 
remarks of the Registrac Genera!, more especial. 
ly dealing with the extract concerning plague 
measures in India, 1 think our experience here 
cortainly jurtifies the steps we have taken. Io 
Todis they have practically stopped all plague 
measures with the result that plague is as rife 
as it has ever been if not worse. They have 
given in to the natives and practically stopped 
all methods for prevention. Our experience in 
Hongkong is otherwise, as plague has distinctly 
dimiciched within the last twelve years. After 
quoting figures in support of this statement he

the measures adopted in Hongkong. I fail to 
see that we have not asked the Chinese to co- 
operate with us, The Government have taken 
every measure possible to be taken in order 
to obtain that cooperation and if they 
won't help us we must take firmer steps. In 
the three months of this year there have been 
many ‘wore cases than in the first three months 
of 1905 and it is with the object of dealing with 
this evil that I have proposed the motion now 
before you. The Registrar General admita 
that this practice did exist before plague was 
prevalent here at all, as there were over 230. 
bodies dumped in 1893, so it cannot be 
entirely due to plague. 

Mr Fone Wa Cuux—I am sorry I cannot 

agree with the motion. If you can satisfy me 
that cremation is of any good, if you ean prove 
to the people that cremation will stop damping, 
than I might change my mind. This isa 
very much against the Chinese, What has the 
The President 
says they have given every concession to the 
Chioese.

States Government in the Philippine Islands 
for such voyages although the said employment 
was highly profitable. On or about the 28nd 
April, 1902, the defendants, at the request of the 
East Asiatic Trading Company, who, as the 
defendants understood, were acting as agents 
in the matter, consented to the plaintiffs 
re-chartering the vessel for such voyages, in 
consideration of the payment, by way of 
increased hire, of $1,0U0 per month, for six 
months ‘from the I5th May, 1902. The 
defeniants did mot at that time know of 
the alleged charter of the vessel by the 
plaiatiffs to the said company, or.by the said 
company to the said Government,-and the 
d-fendaots haves never been parties to such 
charters, nor aware of the terms thereof. Such 
vbartere, if they were made, are irrelevant to 
this action, and do not affect either the rights 
or lishilitiea of the plaintiffs and defendants 
under the charter party. Saveas aforesaid the 
charter remaiord in full force and effect until 
the plaiatiffs improperly refused to fulfil the 
terms thereof. The defsodants admit that 
the vessel was iujured in the accident 
mentioued, but deny that such accident was 
caused by any uegligenc: on ths part 
of the captain or any ssrvant of the de- - 
fendants. The a:cideat was cansed solely by 
ooe of the accidents of navigation, which was 
one of the exempted perils in the charter party. 
The defendants do not know when notice of 
the accideot reached plaintiffs. Tho hire for 
the mouth of July, 1902, Was paid to the defend- 
ants. Tbe defeudants have not been guilty 
of negligence at all. As soon as the repairs 
mers completed aod the amount payable ,in re- 
spect of kame could be properly asovrtained, the 
defandants paid the same at once, aad on 0th 
September, 1402, the vessel was replaced at 
plaintiffs’ disposal, iu the voadition required by 
the charter party, but tue plaintiffs improperly 
refused to accept the ship or to fulfil the terms 
of the chacter-parly, anol thereby caused the 
defendants damage. Dvfendants-deny that 
they bave made defanlt iu any of the terms of 
the charter-purty, aod have always been ready 
tu carry them vat, and vo far as the ship was 
not at plaintiffs disposal daring a period of the 
charter, that was due to an excepted peril.

The-abnual ‘repirt of the Captain-Saperint- 
endent of Police for the year 196 is published 
in the, Gazette, Jt shows that the total of all 
cases reported {o the Police was 11,144, as 
against 11,517 in 1905, being a decrease of 
873 or 3.53 pr cent. 1n the division of these 
cases into serious and minor offences, there 
appears sun increase, ss compared with 195, of 
849 cases or 11.69 per cont in the former, and a 
decrease of 722 cases of °.46 per cent. in the

The remainder were com- 
mitted to prison for various terms. ‘There were 
20 gang robberies reported during the year. 
In connection with seven .of thexe caser,~?1 
ers were arrested, seven being couvicled 
d 14 discharged. In 13 cases ‘no arrest was 
ant, Four of these robberies took place in 
he City of Victoria, three occurriog in the 
Central and onein the Western District. Of 
the remaining 16 four were reported from 
Yaumati District, two from Shaukiwan, one 
from Pokfulam and nine from the New 
Territories, Sixteen cases of Street and 
Highway Robberies were reported. In con- 
nection with three of the cases four persons 
were arrested and convicted. In 13 cases no 
arrest was made, Of these robberies only one 
was upon s European. Nine robberies 
on boats and jomke. were reported of 
which five occurred in the New ‘l'orritories. 
In connection with three of these cases, six 
persons were ariested, two being convicted and 
four discharged. In six caser, no arrest was 
made. felonies not already mentioned com- 
prise :—Arson and altempted arson, three cases ; 
cutting and wounding, 18; demanding money 
by menaces, 8 ; embesilement, 30; forgers, 8; 
housebreaking, 102° indecent assanits and rape, 
6; manslaughter, 14; thooling and wounding 
with intent to do grievous bodily barm, 4; 
teowing corrosive fluid, 3 ; sodomy and attempted 

sodomy, 5. One hundred and fifty wasabi 
ts were executed and convic' ions obtained 
as against:98 in 19U5. Two were lottery cases, 
In 36° cases no gambling wes found. ‘The 
value, of the property reported stolen. during 
the year was $123,56982. The value of the 
property recovered hy the police and restered to 
_ the owners .was $20,725.40, 3,138 Search 
warrants for prepared opium were axecnted by 
the Police and Excite Officers of the Opium 
Farmer, as compared with 3,951 in 1905. In

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Proclamation bas been in force prohibiting 
the export of warlike stores from the Colony, 
The fellowing arms and ammnaf‘ion were 
seized and conficcated daring the vear, ris :— 
29 revolvers, 3 rifles. 45 muskets, 70 daggers, 
2,188 rounds rifle ammanition, 3.513 roan4a 
revolver aimmunition, 52 rounds sporting 
smmunition, 21 boxes percussion cape, 255 lbs. 
wder, 5 lbs. dynamite and one sword atiok. 
uring the year eight Europesos and 34 
Indians obtained certificates for knowledge of 
Chinese and seven Indians obtained certificates 
for English. The ueual quarterly inspections 
of all stations were carried out by the Depaty 
Superintendent and Assistant -uperintendente, 
and I have myself made surprise inspections 
at each Station. cham Shai Fo Station 
was almost entirely destroyed by the typhoon 
of 18th September, since which date the police 
have been temporarily housed in the village. 
41 persons were identified as old offenders 
by means of finger impressions, of whom 
18 were persona who had not served sentences in 
gacls, having been convicted of unlawfal 
pessession and paid -tbheir fines. Three were 
men who had been banished from the Straits 
Bettlemente. Of the 120 who had been in 
gaol all except 11 were recognised as old 
offendera by the gaol warderr, \indepen- 
dently of the finger printe. The col. 
lection on the 3lat December, 1906, 
nonmber 6,08 male and 302 female records 
The conduct of the European contingent has 
been ou the whole very good. The total number 
of reports against them was 59, as against 73 
in 125. There were 10 reports for being 
drank or ander the influence of drink as against 
12 in 1905 ; one for asleep on daty (same as last 
year), two for disorderly conduct and 10 for 
neglect of duty. Nine of the 19 cases of 
druokenuess, and 19 of the other offences, 
were committed by men who are no longer in 
the force. One Enropean oonstable was 
convicted by the Police Mactsirits for asxaalt, 
The conduct of the Indian contingent was only 
fairly ratisfactory.” There were 448 r ports, as 
against 384 for the preceding year. For 
drunkenness there were 45 as against 36, for 
disorderly conduct 33, as against 20, for neglect 
of daty 46 as against 41, for abs-noe from daty 
65 as against 75, for gussiping and idling oa 
duty 107 as spainet §3 and for asleepon duty 
35 asagainst 15. The ayersge strength of the 
contingent was considerably higher than in the 
previous few years, and there were more recruits 
than usua!. Ten Indian constables were con- 
victed by the Police Magistrate, three for 
disorderly conduct, one for using iosulting 
language, three for assault, one for mis: 
conduct as a Police ‘constable, one for 
allowing a prisoner to escape and one for 
larcency as a bailee The behaviour of the 
Chines ccntingent was not satisfactory. There 
were altogether 1,129 reports, as against 996 
io 1905, ‘There was one report for drunkenness 
(same as last year), 113 for asleapon duty as 
against 87,23 for disorderly conduct an against 
35, and 387 for minor offence as against 361. 
Ten Chinese constables were convicted by the 
Police Magistrate, six for assault, two for 
larceny and two for miscondact as Police 
constables. The seamen, corswains and stokers 
tad 300 reports as compared with 242 for last 
year. For drunkenness there was no report an 
against one in 1905, 193 for absence from 
station and late for daty as against 147 in 
the previous year. ree seamen were coo risted 
by the Polic Magistrate, one for giving false 
testimony, one for bribery and one for 
larceny.

BOTAN ICAL AND FORESTRY 
DEPARTMENT.

- year was one of thé most unfavourable on 
record for gardening operations. The show of 
spring-flowering aonuals so conspicuous io 
most years was entirely spoiled by the oon- 
tindous raia of'March and April and, as the 
ting ont of the summer annuals could not 
done at the usual time for the same reason, 
the appearance of the grounds suffered greatly 
during the early part of the year. On no 
less than six occasions from May onwards 
was it necessary to carry all moveable plants into 
-ighelter in uence of typhoon warnin 
‘Om the memorable 18th of September the 
gardens were wrecked by the ssdden typhoon 
that caused such terrible havoc throughout 
the Colony on thatdsate. There is no previous 
record of any sach destruction of trees and 
garden stock. The actual repairable damage 
was very great and was not made good much 
before the end of the year, but more serious 
must be considered the temporary disfigurement 
of the gardens, the previous beauty of which ten 
years will hardly restore. Unfortunately also 
the total loas of several trees of scientific or 
economic interest has to be reported. Perhs 
the -most régrettable losses were those of the 
large tree of Aleurites cordata, the only full 
grown example in the Colony of this important 
wood oil tree, and of the interesting Baahinia 
still unnamed, our only free af which stood 
at the corner of the deer-pen Many fallen treas 
re-ereoted after th typhoon of the 18th might 
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have survived by virtue of the unbruken half of: 
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their roots, had it-not been for the sscond 
typhoon which blew them down in the opposite 
direction thus completely severing’ them from 
the ground.

Horbarium.—There is no museum of econo- 
mic products in the Colony, and duplicates of 
the actual articles sent to London could not 
therefore be preserved: they oan, however, be 
obtained when required without much difficulty. 
The specimens r -taioed for refereace are merely 
herbarium vouchers for the botanical origin of 
the economic products sent, which were olassified 
and registered under their botanical names. 
The various items iu all amounted to about 500 
and their collection, bo.anical identification, 
and the compiling of notes as to their origin, 
manulacture, uses, efc, has of ovarse absorbed 
a large amount of time, but it is hoped that 
this will be justified by the extended inf: rmation 
concerning South China products placed at the 
disposal ot the Imperial Institute staff and also 
by the basis whioh is now formed for a fatare 
economic botanical museum in the Colony. 
Now that attention has been turned to this side 
of the herbarium it is hoped that time will be 
found to accumulate a fairly complete sat of 
Chinese economic plants. 

The ptincipal collection of wild planta added 
was that made by the Superintendent ia Korea 
in September. [hough the numbers are smali 
(about 400) they are nsarly all new to the 
Colonial Herbsrium, a namber are additions to 
the Korean collections already at Kew, to 
which duplicates will be sent, while not a few 
are fresh records for the country or species 
new to science.

MUCH TALK OF “UNITY.” 

As we cannot pretend to spare space for 
anything like full accounts of the Missionary 
Conference at Shanghai, we adopt the eclectic 
method. The firet day, April 26th, being 
devoted to talk about “unity” in founding 
a Christian Church for Chins, we give the 
following extracts, not quite coberent, to 
show that; as Omar might have said, while 
unanimity wae meant, there was instead “ mach’ 
argument’, and that the missionaries “came 
out asin they went.” 

Dr. J. C. Gibson of Swatow said at present 
they were not founding one Chinese Church 
bat many, and the Committee felt that this 
ought not any longer to continue, that they 
ought not ta go on planting acd organisin 
different Church bodies. itting Genera 
Societies like Bible Societies there were some 
fifty mission bodies at work and till lately 
at lovat they bad been planting fifty Chinese 
Churches. The Committee was sure the Con- 
ference would say with one heart .“ This in 
future shall not be.” Their divisions bulked 
largely in the public oye. They were 
| inted to by writers of the Roman Charob. 

P hey dinturbed the minds of the Chinese 

Churcher, though to a less extent than 

was often alleged. There was a real danger 
‘thet both to their own mind and in the 
{minds of friendly and anfriendly critics 
these differences would be grently exsggerated. 
The Committee asked them, therefore, to 
begin the Conference with a frank and earnest 
declaration in the eyes of the world that they 
were one.

Beyond distinguishing 
that protestants were one mission and there was 
also a French mission—-Chinese did not know 
ony--difference. It was imperative that they 
should stand apart from the Church of Ro:e. 
(Hear Hear.) In couclusion Dr. Gibson made 
an eloquent appeal for unity in the Mission field. 
’ Yo the lay mind it is difficult to square “an 
eloquent appeal for unity,” Unum in Christo, 
witu an imperative injunction te “stand apart 
from the Charch of Rome.” 

The Rev. W. Nelson Bitton (L. W. 8. 
Shanghai) remarked that the Conference had 
come together to consider bases of unity, but 
individual members were successively voicing 
their own idiosyncrasies. He protested against 
an attempt to force the imprimatur of any 
Western’ Churoh on to the creed of a new 
Eastern Church, which should be left to 
formulate its own creed in its own time. 

The Rev. E. W. Thwing (Honolulu) would 
solve the problem of Chinese unity of faith by 
basing it on the Scriptures. He himself found 
the Apostles’ Creed helpfal, but would not force 
it on those who did not approve of formulated 
creeds. 

An attempt was then made {o close the 
discussion. 

Bishop Graves said the asiounding statement 
had been made that there were statements in the 
Apostles'‘Wreed which could not be accepted.

_ While discussing unity at the commencement 
‘- of their Conference they had got on dan- 
_gerous ground. Tbe Anglican Charch in 


its desire to meet all had yielded muca 
that. it held dear, but if the amendments 
to leave out reference to the primilive Catholic 
Faith and the creeds were adopted the Anglican 
delegates would not be able to join in these

Thia is excellent, so far a8 it goes. Christian 
churokes slould also be world-wide and not 
seotarian, or dogmatic, or bigolted. 

Mr. Endicott thought that-of all forms of 
Christianity, that associated with some nation- 
ality was the most dangerous. 

Dr. Lewis said there were fifty Missions at 
work in Chins, and to say that the proposition 
would strengthen the links with the bome 
Churches would be to say that there were any 
links to be strengthened. It was idle to wor 
for unity if these connexions were to be regard- 


ed as permanent. 

Bishop Basbford's amen ment was lost, and 
be -then rose to ask what they expected the 
Home Churches to do when the Conference 
yoted recommending the native Churches to 
break away from them ?

From 
the report he had seen in one of the morning 
papers he could only say that he was astonis- 
hed at the intelligence and skill with which it 
was presented (applause), but it was not right 
to pat an unfair strain on those who were 
giving such valaable help and he therefore 
ueged the Conference to agree to the proposal 
that all speakers should addrees the meeting 
from the platform. 

Nevertheless the greater part of the second 
report consists of verbal amendments, dealing 
with resolutions on the training of dative 


pastrts. 

The Rev. L. Lloyd (C. M. 9. Foochow) 
urged his hearers to give the native pastors time 
for study. In bis own experience they were too 
frc quently bound to give ug to financial matters 
the time they should spend ia study.. Secondly, 


let them treat the native pastor as a cultured | 


and efficient brother in Christ. He blushed to 
think of a young missionary who had come to 
his provinoe, who interposed to prorounce the 
benediction at a service taken by a native 
pastor who 
missionary was in long clothes. 

Dr. G. W. Green (8 B.C. Canton) suid that 
the Chinese needed the example of their own 
people to lead them in Church work. The 
cry “China for the Chinese “ ou.ht to be 
encouraged, for the Chinese needed to learn 
patriotism. Sometimes they would say and 
do things which were wrong, but forbearance 
must be shown. Let them have Charches for 
the Chinese wit Chinese pastors to do the 
work which the missionaries could not do, 
and let the missionaries go on with the work 
that the Chinese pastors could not do. Dr. 
Greene pleaded for the independence of the 
Chines Charch. 

Dr. Walker (Shaown) advocated (he adoption 
of abold policy. The Chinese pastors some- 
times felt they were being treated too much 
like little children. 

The Rev. C. H. Tjader (Swedish Mission 
Haichon) thought only men “ truly converted” 
should be substita for “of unquestioned 
piety.”

Indisereet Letters trom [Pekisg. Edited by 
B. L. Putnam Weate, London: Hurst and 
Blackett, Limited. 

‘ ifferent pzople will read these letters with 
different emotions, Some will weloome them 
and some will condemn them. As a Hterary 
production there can be no question of their 
excellence ; as a narrative, thrilling and absorb- 
ing, ite interest snd fascination will be admitted. 
bat as to its wiedom—“ aye, thare's the rub.” 
To speak lightly cf diplomatic sanctities always 
raises an cutcry, and doubtless thie is what will 
hapren in the present ose. Admittedly the 
man who makes anch exposurés is not always 
animated by the highes! motives. ITe may 
actuated more by a desire for revenge for 
fancied sligh's and injuries. And not uona- 
turally the reader of thése letters seeks to 
analyse the motives of the writer, The 
gtory of the siege is vividly and convincingly 
told and while individuals are o-iticisud and 
systems are attacked the circumstances seem to 
offer justification. In other words the motives 
of the writer sre no worse than those of other 
writers. Hostands ont a very human man. He 
was disgusted with the diplomatic arrogance 
whioh refused to see what was so apperent to 
other eyes, he was disgusted with the interna- 
tional jealousies which were so petty in view of 
the common danger, and he waa disgusted with 
the alleged cowardice of « fiicis!s who did not do 
all their position ssoured to call for, while others 
were ighting in their defence. Most of us would 
have felt the same had we heen in the eame place. 
Undoubtedly the publication of these letters 
is not to be regretted. Any contribution to the 


Study of Chinese politics must ‘be apprecisted 


in the Far East, that is, if it possess any value, 
and the volume helps to remind us of ~ series 
of movements which we have been too ready to 
forget. It is not soothing to be shown the 
“eleven little miserable Legations, each with 
its own particular ideis aad intrigues, bat 
crouching sll together und-r the Tartar Wall 
and trembliog, awniting with mach as 
surance the barsting of the storm,” “The 
stoical sceptical ill-informed British Legation 
is wringing ifs hacda with soncyance.”

Young 
O—told me that in their Legation they were 
actually ante-dating their despatches so as to be 
on the safe side! This shows Low dbeolutely 
inexcusable has been the whole policy for three 
entire weeks." These little pen and ink sketohee 
reveal the incapability of some of those eatru- 
sted with the maintenance of their country’s 
prestige in Peking,

use we fear it must bs true. It reads like it.
